good Order at Turin, then threaten'd to be beſieged by the French. And yet it 
was then very well known that it was to the Advance ot theſe two Sums, together 
with the Money lent upon the Sileſia Fund, that we owed the Defence of Twin, the 
Victory obtained by Prince over, the French there, the Railing of that Siege, 
and recovering all that Part of ry from the French. | 
But what think you of the Preparation made of Horſe in ſome Parts of England, 
and of Arms jn Scpriand, againſt the late intended French Invaſion? And do you 
think the French watld have made that Attempt with a handful of Men, if they had 
not been aſſured of Friends in Great Britain? Tell me alfo, if you did not obſerve 
r pate! among the Nonjurors and their Friends, as long as the 
Invafron ape take place? And have you ſeen no Melancholy Looks 
among them, ſince the Pretender and his French Fleet were by Sir George Bing's 
driven off from the Coaſt of Scotland?

And during the late expected Invaſion, there were many repeated Prayers made in 
Publick (by Perſons who are not Nonjurors) for Succeſs to a young Gentleman go- 
ing a dangerous Voyage. Many more ſignificant Inſtances I could give you, too long 
' for this Paper. But I think I have ſaid enough to ſatisfy you, That there are Jaco- 
biees ſtill in Great Britain. All the Highflyiag High-Church Notions border upon 
Popery. And ſuch of the Highflyers as pretend not to be Jacobites, are the moſt 
dangerous: For whatever they may pretend, all their Meaſures tend that way, and 
they many times lead many well-meaning People into the like Meaſures, which in 
their Coaſcquences are to the Advantage of the Intereſt of Fauce, and of the Popiſh 
Pretender. And believe me, thoſe Perſons who would perſwade you that there are 
no Facebites but the Papiſts, are blinding your Eyes; and endeavour to amuſe you, 
with telling you the Church is in Danger,--- only that they may with the more caſe 
compaſs what they call a Reſtoration ; which in Truth is nothing leſs than a 
popiſh Pretended King with a French Power, from which, Good Lord deliver us.
